The most serious consequence of the typhoon, 
however, is the heavy lass caused to foreigners 
and Chinese ulike inthe destruction of property. 
The damage done is variously estimated, but it 

‘does not seem too high to put it at from eight to 
ten millions of taels. All sections of the com: 
munity have suffered move or less, not the 
least to be condoled with being the small 
householders whose private effects have been 
damaged and the retail storekeepers, some af 
whom have much damaged stock on hand 
But in point of amount, of course, the chief 
destruction was in the godowns, which un- 
luckily as it happened, were very heavily; 

. Stocked, Piece goods, silk, tea, flaur, rice, 

' stocks of these and other commodities have 
been irretrievably damayed, and the losses to 
some firms are very seriqus indeed. A ques- 
tion has naturally arisen as to the responsibi- 
lity of the Wharfiand Gudown Companies, but 
without venturing into any question of law, it 
is difficult to see how preparations could be 
made to mect such an unexpected contingency 
as Friday's flood, Many victims were going 
about on Saturday trying to argue that a 
typhoon did not come under what in insurance 
parlance is called an “Act of God.”

The Degzars’ village at Weosung was 
completely washed away, and two tremendous 
junks were carried broadside on against the 
embankment bordering the sailway—a quarter 
ofa mileinland, Another junk was carried right 
over the high embankment and is now stranded 
there high and dry.
